" "We just thought we were doomed!"

So says Mrs. Louise Goar, of 3315 W. Analicirn St., 
Harbor City, as she recalled the horror with which she 
and her three children, Kenny, 9; Sharon, 6; and Jimmy, 
3; stood on a hill-top in Putnam, Conn., and watched 
Hurricane Dlane's raging wa- 
t"rn Invade thrir home nnd 
sweep away everything they 
owned.

Summoned from a construc­ 
tion Job In Stanford, Conn., Oor- 
don Goar, Jr., joined his bewild­ 
ered family only a few hours 
later In find his home submerg­ 
ed to the roof-top.

The fact that they are now 
settled comfortably In an apart­
ment In Harbor City still seems 
unbelievable to everyone In the 
(iiisird family, each of whom re­ 
tains a vivid Impression of the 
di'struetive storm that bad them 
mil of bed early on the morning 
in AIIR. 29, hurrying desperate- 
Iv to answer the call to evacu-

With the children, It was a 

jn'i'iod of excitement.
A steady stream of refrigera­ 

tors, television sets, automo­ 
biles, tables, chairs and "all 
sorts of household Items" rush-

bagh River, which seemed like 
a "huge tidal wave" after the 
sudden eruption of three dams, 
Is the story Sha

Outstanding In Kenny's recol­ 
lection Is the blinding sight and 
deaflng noise caused by a Mag­ 
nesium plant explosion. It "kept 
on for two days," Igniting two 
factories, that promptly burned 
to the ground.

But It was the "terrifying 
feeling of complete helplessness 
and hopelessness following the 
gradual realization that every­ 
thing we owned was gone" that 
gripped their parents. It. was 
an experience never to be for-
gotten, and was surpassed only 
by what seemed a miraculous 
road to recovery.

Estab­ 
lished In their present home, 
complete with new furnishings 
supplied by the Red Cross in 
place of what, they had lost, the 
Ooars are again beginning to 
enjoy a iWling of domestic se­ 
curity that underlines a normal 
family life.

In an incredulous voice that 
Hpeaks on behalf of the whole 
family, Mrs. Goar declares! "We 

! think It wonderful the way the 
Red Cross not only replaced 
our own lost belongings, hut did 
the same for thousands like us. 
It was literally a case of get­ 
ting us started again!"
